August 20th.-H a lf an hour before 
the m eeting of the Convention this m orning it 
was understood th a t Stephen M. W hite and his 
friends were determ ined to have a resolution 
adopted indorsing W hite for United States Sen­ 
ator. T heir opponents declared that if the at­ 
tem pt was m ade there would be w ar to the 
knife. 
4 
A little later a rum or was heard th a t W hite 
w ould w ithdraw from his position, consequently 
w hen the Convention was called to order there 
was a suppressed excitem ent not noticed before 
during the m eeting. All of the delegates seemed 
to feel that the fate of the Democratic ticket in 
the present canvass depended upon the action 
of the Convention in this m atter. The Iriends 
of W hite seemed determ ined to stand by him , 
w hile his opponents, led by Bndd of San Joa­ 
quin, were equally determ ined. 
W hen the m ajority report of the Committee 
on Perm anent Organization and Order of Busi­ 
ness was read, it was found th at the sixteenth 
order of business was the indorsem ent of a 
candidate for United States Senator. 
A m inority report was then read favoriDg the 
adoption of the m ajority report w ith the ex cep ­ 
tion of th e sixteenth order of business. 
WHITE APPLAUDED. 
As soon as the report was read Stephen M. 
W hite rose from his seat am ong the Los Angeles 
delegates and started for the stage. His appear­ 
ance on the platform was greeted w ith applause 
irom all parts o f the house, but w hen he said, 
" I move the adoption of the m inority report,” 
the scene beggars description. 
Delegates jum ped upon the chairs and yelled 
them selves hoarse. Cheer after cheer lor White 
w ent up, and the assem bled Democracy saw 
that the situation was saved, and the anticipated 
split in th e party was averted. 
It was several 
m inutes bclore order was restored sufficiently 
for W hite to m ake him self beard further, but at 
last quiet was restored and he proceeded to 
m ake a speech w hich m ade th e delegates 
happy. 
THE “ EXAMINER” SCORED. 
He paid special attention to the San F ran­ 
cisco Examiner, w hich has assailed him bitterly 
during the p st few days. 
Every tim e he 
score 4 th at journal his sentim ents were cheered 
to the echo. Subsequently, w hen Budd m ade 
the assertion th at the Examiner's fight was 
m ade w ith an honest m otive, it was received 
with hisses from all parts of the house. It was 
evident that w hile nearly h alf of the Conven­ 
tion disapproved of the indorsem ent of any 
candidate for United States Senator, th at almost 
the entire body was against th e Examiner in its 
w arfare upon W hite. W hite's action and his 
speech m ade him m any iriends, and, in fact, 
m ade him the lion of the hour. 


AN ELOqt'ENT ADDRESS. 
The speech was an eloquent one, and was de­ 
livered in a clear, ringing voice, w hich was 
heard in every com er oí the vast auditorium . 
He began by saying; 
Gentlemen of the Convention: It is no doubt a 
surprise to m any of you to listen to the motion 
w hich I have just m ade, and I desire at the 
outset of the rem arks which I am about to m ake 
to ex end my sincerest thanks to the m any 
gent'em en constituting, I believe, a m ajority of 
this Convention, who have urged the adoption 
of the report of the m ajority. Standing in the 
presence ot the Democratic Convention of this 
State, called from all its places—called to pat 
before the people a ticket of good and irue men, 
running upon a platform announcing doctrines, 
the support o( which m ay rally the good men 
of all parties and all classes—in spite of the 
charges of m alicious m en, in spite of the state­ 
m ents of hirelings, in spite of the allegations of 
those whose delam alion of character is their 
m ain distinction. [Load applanse.J 
I am here to-day to say th a t I am willing to 
sacrifice on the altar of Democracy the strong­ 
est aspirations th at 1 have. [Wild applause ] 
I am willing—I, who am charged w ith a wish 
to destroy this organization; I, believing as I do 
th at the m ajority of this Convention is w ith 
me—sooner than do anything which could 
bear down upon this partv even one traitor 
vote, to stand aside. 
Again the Convention w ent wild w ith en­ 
thusiasm and cheered the speaker lor several 
seconds. 
Mr. W hite then went on to state h it position, 
and to show w hy it p a s impossible that he 
should do anything th a t was not lor the good 
of his native State. He recited w hat he claim ed 
were the evils of the present system of electing 
United States Senators, and said: 
And the result of my study upon this subject 
was this; T hat if no one else would take the 
initiative. 1 would, and tiiat as the Constitution 
of the United States could not be altered in a 
day, I would approxim ate to it as near as I 
could and ask a Dem ocratic Convention to in­ 
dorse, not myself, as lias been lalsely slated, 
but a Democrat whom tbe Convention m ight 
think best qualified for tbe exalted station, who 
m ight go lorth to the people and w ith open 
hands and decisive words proclaim to them the 
living issues of the day. 


Mr. W hite then scored the Examiner roundly, 
and when he said he would place his record 
for Democracy and fealty to tbe party against 
th at of the Examiner tire, the rem arks were cut 
off for some tim e by the cheering of the dele­ 
gates. 
LOYAL TO THE STATE. 
Referring to the charge that his fight was sec­ 
tional, the speaker m ade another, h .t w hen lie 
exclaim ed : "H ow could I be sectional? I, born 
in the great m etropolis of this State, raised 
right across the m ountains yonder, educated 
right near this city. T alk to roe about a sec­ 
tional fight!” 
In conclusion, Mr. W hite told them they m ust 
not think th at because he had taken this course 
he was out of the fight for the United States 
Senatorsliip. He would be heard from in the 
cam paign, and would work for the ticket that 
the Convention put up. and would then see il 
the people would stand by him in his ttrugglc. 
Budd m ade a short, speech, bu( since the dif­ 
ficulty had been solved by W hite’s action, the 
Convention evidently did not care to hear any 
more about it, and accorded him a rather cold 
hearing. 
THE MINING INDUSTRY. 
W hen the rlatform was under consideration 
to-day Capíes of Sacram ento moved to strike 
out the irrigation plank, claim ing that the facts 
set forth therein were not true, and th at it was 
nonsense t j put up a platform of "molasses 
to catch flies.” He was vigorously sat down 
upon, but his m otion brought up another im ­ 
portant m atter, for Thom as Ford offered tbe 
following resolution: 
Resolved, T hat we are in favor of the General 
Governm ent fostering and 
encouraging the 
m ining industry w herever the same can be 
done w ilhout injury toothers. 
Ford was warm ly supported by Dr. M artiu> 
who announced him self as an old grizzly from 
Placer, and who w arned the Convention th a1 
such a plank was necessary to secure the votes 
of the miners. 
P el Yaile of Los Angeles also m ade a rii ging 
speech in favor of the resolution, and it was 
adopted alm ost unanim ously. 
W hen the Convention reassem bled in the 
afternoon the great auditorium was perfectly 
packed w ith people. The long galleries were 
filled with ladles, and there was not an inch of 
standing room left in the w hole building. 
The seventeen speeches m ade in behalf of 
the candidates and the rem arks of the candi­ 
dates them selves were listened to w ith atteu 
teution, and were frequently iuterrupted by 
storms of applause from the partisans of each. 
It was nearly five o’clock when the flood of 
eloquence ceased and th e Convention 
pro­ 
ceeded to the first ballot. Many of the speeches 
were eloquent, but all were long, and the audi­ 
ence was tired out, though the place was so 
crowded that it was im possible for anyone to 
get out. The efforts of Congressman Clunie 
and Stephen W hite in behalf of English un­ 
doubtedly brought some votes to th a t gentle­ 
m an. 
There was an entire absence of any reflection 
upon any of the candidates, and the friends of 
each claim ed that no m atter w ho w as nom i­ 
nated they would support the. ticket. This de­ 
term ination was also expressed by each cne of 
the candidates w hen h e cam e beiore tbe Coa- 


P rob ab ility o f a N om in ation for G overnor 
E arly T o-D ay. 
San J o s e, August 20th.—There is more excite­ 
m ent to-night than at any tim e during the Con­ 
vention. The two ballots had to-day gave the 
workers the actual standing of all tbe delega­ 
tions, and they now have som ething definite to 
work upon.

There are those who argue th at Buckley will 
throw his San Francisco vote to Pond, because 
he thinks Pond will poll a heavier vote in San 
Francisco than any other m an, and thus help 
the election of the city and county ticket.w hich 
is all h e cares about. 
On the o th e r hand, the friends of both Eng­ 
lish and Coleman claim th a t the San Francisco 
delegation w ill fall to pieces, and each expect 
enough from it to nom inate. The probability 
is th at th e nom ination w ill be m ade on the 
first ballot to-morrow m orning. If not, Paul- 
seli w ill stand a good chance for the prize. 
CONVENTION NOTES. 
A rthur Rogers’ speech, placing Pond in nom ­ 
ination, was one of the finest speeches delivered 
¡n the Convention. 
He attem pted no flights of 
oratory, bnt his rem arks were to the point, full 
of ?>und reasoning. 
Colonel H arry I. Thornton, in nom inating 
Jam es V. Coleman, said th at he was tired of 
policy and of nom inating to catch votes, which 
rem ark was received w ith a cheers. 
Dennis Spencer m ade the first oratorical dis­ 
play of the day. During his rem arks he m en. 
tioned ex-President Cleveland, and the nam ed 
was greeted w ith applause. T. J. Clunie has be­ 
come a great favorite in San Jose, and his 
speech to-day lor English w as w arm ly a p ­ 
plauded. 
The speech of P. F. Del Valle, seconding the 
nom ination of English, was a gem, and was 
enthusiastically received. 
Jam es D. M urphy, of Santa Clara, designated 
Coleman as " l h e Napoleon of California De­ 
m ocracy.” 
Nick Bowden, of Santa Clara, called English 
"T he Moses *f Democracy, to lead them into 
the glorious land of political victory.” 
R. B. Terry, of Fresno, in seconding the nom i­ 
nation of Coleman, said th at hisgoodold grand­ 
m other told him when a boy th at a m an h ad a 
right in this country to aspire to any position 
w ithout regard to his religion, creed or race. 
The band in the em ploy of the citizens’ com­ 
m ittee m ade the regular round to-night, sere­ 
nading each of the candidates. 
Tbe Secretaries of the Convention are dead 
failures, and th e delay in the roll-calls is some­ 
thing fearful. 
The way things are proceeding now, it looks 
as if the Convention would last all the week.

S a n J o s e, August 29th.—The real contest of 
the Convention com m enced this 
afternoon 
Two ballots were taken on the G ubernatorial 
nom ination, but the selection ot a candidate to 
represent the Dem ocratic party at the' head of 
the ticket is still unsettled. 
Mayor Pond, of San Francisco,^led on both 
ballots, receiving 212 on the first, and 215 on the 
second, but still apparently a long way from 
nom ination, as 320 votes are necessary to a 
choice. 
POND NOMINATED. 
As soon as the Convention m et this afternoon 
Chairm an Waters declared the nom inations ior 
Governorship in order. The first speaker to ap­ 
pear on tbe platform was A rthur Rogers, of San 
Francisco, who nom inated E. B. Pond. He said 
th at all the recent contests in California had 
been made on State Issues, and had resulted in 
Democratic victories. 
California spends more 
money ihan any State in the Union, except New 
Y'ork and Pennsylvania. 
The present rate of 
taxation was exceedingly high. 
The burdens 
on the people were great, and they would stand 
it no longer. 
He had trusted in vain to party 
platform s, and w hat they dem and now was a 
business Governor, who would assist in reduc- 
iogtaxation. Such a m an was E. B. Pond. With 
him at the head of the ticket thousands of Re 
publicans would unite w ith the Democracy, 
and victory for the ticket would be assured. 
The nom ination of Pond would m eet the de­ 
m ands of the people, and if elected, he would 
perfect the financial system, pay the debts of 
tne State and secure obedience to the laws. He 
was a m an who had always engaged in produc­ 
tive industry. He had no friends to reward or 
enem ies to punish. He was a strongm an be­ 
fore the people, and he would wiu his fight even 
in Republican years. 
Rogers reviewed the reforms Pond had ac­ 
com plished as Mayor of San Francisco, and 
said he would lead the party to victory on 
that record. He had won the present advance­ 
m ent by his public service. 
He could not be 
assailed, and n o ta word could be said against 
bis integrity and purity of character, and if 
m ade the rom inee of the party ten thousand 
independent Republicans would fiock to bis 
standard. 
Rogers’ speech was received w ith enthusiasm , 
and every m ention of Pond’s nam e was a signal 
for cheer’s. 
COLEMAN TLACED IN NOMINATION. 
H. I. Thornton of San Francisco, next nom ­ 
inated Jam es V. Coleman. He said that be­ 
tw een now and election there would oc a great 
struggle, and it was necessary that a proper 
m an ehou d head the ticket. Jam es V. Cole­ 
m an was a young m an, who had worked his 
way to the front, and no one was more capable 
of "understanding and acting upon the issues 
which effected the com m onw ealth ot California. 
No m atter who was nom inated, Coleman would 
be found taking an active part in the cam paign 
and working hard for the party. No one could 
better grapple w ith the subjects of the tariff, 
election law, trusts and monopolies. It the 
Democrats desired victory, let them nam e this 
bold, aggressive voting m em ber of the party to 
lead them to victory. Mr. Thornton declared 
in conclusion that he was tired of tbe policy 
and tired of the nom inating of candidates to 
catch votes of the opposition. 
Nomínale Cole­ 
m an. and he would receive the full Demo­ 
cratic strength and be th e next Governor of 
California 
1 he m ention of Colem an’s nam e during the 
speech cal ed the same enthusiasm that h a d 
greeted Pond’s nom ination. 
His supporters 
cheered again and again, and if there was any 
difference in the applause which the four can­ 
d id as s received during the afternoon it was in 
Coleman’s favor. 
ENGLISH NOMINATED. 
Dennis Spencer of Napa then nom inated Wm. 
D. English. He believed th at the purpose of 
the Convcnliou was to promote Democratic 
principles. 
He had been told th at English had 
been too closely identified w ith the Democratic 
E 
arty to be pele'Cted as the standard-bearer, b u t 
e declared th at the tim e had not come when, 
the m an who had devoted the best years of his 
life to the Democratic cause, and had been th e 
instrum ent of securing success for the party, 
was to be told th at for th at reason he was not 
to be rew arded for th at which he had so juatiy 
carted . 
English had never sought an elective 
office before, though for tw enty years he had 
worked for the I em ocratic party of California, 
rallied it to victcry. and had been the teacher 
and expounder of its principles. W hen news 
was received here about two years ago that 
ch in a had rejected the treaty with the United 
States. William D. EuglBh sent a telegram to 
President Cleveland w hich formed tbe basis 
of the Scott 
Exclusion Act. 
His 
knowl­ 
edge of State affairs was not exceeded by any 
one. He hud strong sym pathy for the poor and 
afilictrd, and he had a'w ays supported legisla­ 
tion fur the btnefit of the people. On every 
m ouutaio, home, and valley in the State his 
warm personal friends would fiock to his sup­ 
port. His honesty of character and nobility of 
purpose would lead trim to victory. 
Mr. Spencer was frequently interrupted by 
applause, and when he concluded his speech, 
there were loud cheers for English in every 
part of the h all. 
PAULSELL NOMINATE]». 
A. C. Panlsell was next plae"d in nom ination 


beside the ChairfiWn w as J. O Coleman. As 
soon as the great cheering w hich greeted him 
had subsided, he said he was proud to appear 
before the ' onvention to indorse the platform , 
which be felt had been adopted by the select ton 
of the wisdom c f the California Democracy, 
The outlook for the coming cam paign was such 
that the Democrats should be sure of victory. 
Though there were four candidates iu the field 
lor this nom ination, no anim osity exi.-ted among 
them . Every thought was that he had ever 
been politically with the Democratic party, and 
he had never raised his hand w his voice in 
any political cause but that. With that assur­ 
ance he was prepared to trust his fate to the 
Convention. 
E. B. Pond next appeared and m ade a short 
address. He said he felt highly honored to 
have his nam e m entioned in connection with 
the 
nom ination. 
He 
bad 
full 
faith 
in 
the result of the com ing cam paign, no m at­ 
ter who should be nom inated by the party. He 
realized the responsibility th at would rest upon 
him if selected to head the ticket, but he was 
prepared for faithftil service to the entire com­ 
m onw ealth. 
He appreciated tbe value of an 
economic governm ent. Retrenchm ent and re­ 
form should be the policy of th e party. He in­ 
dorsed the platform , and promised to do all in 
his power to carry out its provisions. 
W. D. EDelish then addressed the Conven­ 
tion. He said it was tbe first tim e his nam e bad 
ever been presented as a candidate for auv 
elective office. His long service as a Democrat 
enabled him to appreciate the responsibilities 
which would fall upon him if he should be se­ 
lected as the nom inee of the party, but he 
would nse his best energies to secure a tri­ 
um phant success at the polla. He indorsed the 
platform , and would endeavor to give an honest 
and economical Governm ent. No m atter who 
should be nom inated, the Convention could be 
assured that his heart was w ith the Democratic 
paitv. 
A. PaulseH wrs the last of the candidates to 
appear before the Convention. He declared 
that the other three gentlem en who were m en­ 
tioned in this Convention were his friends, aud 
that there could be no anim osities between 
them . He believed iu economy in the m anage­ 
m ent of public affairs. The same rules which 
governed private business shonld be applied to 
public business. He believed a m an should 
take care o f the interests o f the people when 
they placed th eir trust in him . 
He indorsed 
the platform and was ready to abide by the de­ 
cision o f the Convention. 
None of the candidates could have been any­ 
thing but satisfied wfth the reception given 
them tiy the delegates during th e tim e they ap­ 
peared befare them . The supporters of each 
candidate cheered and applauded, and waved 
th eir hats and handkerchiefs in the air.

S a n J o s e , August 20th.- C hairm an W aters 
called the Dem ocratic State Convention to order 
at 10:20 this morning. 
The report of the Com m ittee on Credentials 
was read and approved, there being no contest. 
The Com m ittee on Perm anent Organization 
and Order of Business m ade its report. It rec­ 
om m ends the nom inations to be taken up in 
the usual order, and also contains a clause pro­ 
viding lor tbe indorsem ent ot some candidate 
for United States Senator. 
This clause was 
greeted with great cheering. 
A m luoiity report was then read, concurring 
in the m ajority report in all points except th at 
relating to the indorsem ent of some candidate 
and containing instead a clause favoring a bill 
now pending in Congress, providing for the 
election oi a United States Senator by a direct 
vote of the people. 
The m inority report was also received with 
great applause, and w hen it subsided Stephen 
M. W hite of In s Angeles w alked to the plat­ 
form am id trem endous cheering of delegates. 
Mr. W hite then moved the adoption oi the 
m inority report. 
This motion w as greeted w ith another out­ 
burst of applause. 
When it subsided, Mr. W hite expressed his 
thanks for the support w hich had been given 
him , as he believed, by the m ajority of the 
m em bers of the Convention. He tneu declared 
th at, in spite of charges from m alicious persons 
aud persons whose principal occupation was 
assassination ot charctcr, he stood ready to 
sacrifice aoy personal aspirations which he 
m ight have. lie reviewed his record in Cali­ 
fornia and in the Dem ocratic party. 
He de­ 
clared that no ono held the interests of the 
State or party dearer than him self, and he pro 
posed to fight for the Democratic ticket during 
the com ing cam paign. 
His address was greeted w ith cheers, and the 
m inority report carried. 
THE PLATFORM. 
After this, Terry of Fresno read the following 
platform : 
1. The Dem ocratic party of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, in convention assem bled, renew the 
pledges of its fidelity to the Democratic faith, 
aud reaffirms the doctrinesof the N ational plat- 
ft rm of 1884, adopted at St. Louis. 
2. The depleted Treasury, the imposition ci 
unequal and oppressive taxes, the effort to en ­ 
act coercive legislation, the arbitrary disregard 
by the Speaker of the House oi Representatives 
ot all parliam entary rules, and the shameless 
servility displayed by the m ajority in the House 
of Representatives in yielding ready obedience 
to his tyrannical m andates, their refusal to join 
the Democracy in its effort to procure the pas 
sage of a m easure perm itting the free coinage of 
silver, the neglect of the present A dm inistra­ 
tion in a m anner to modify the adm itted erro­ 
neous latifi—suggest, w ith more em phasis than 
words, th at the reins of governm ent should be 
placed in safer hands. 
3. We denounce and condem n the Republican 
majority in the Natioual House cf Reprerem a- 
tives for the passage of the infam ous Lodge 
election bill, by which th at majority seeks, 
m asquerading under the guise of a "free ballot 
and lair count,” to perpetuate itself in power by 
insiduously destroying the liberties of Am erican 
citizens, usurping the legislative functions of 
State Governments, and bringing the Federal 
election m achinery into conflict and collision 
w ith the statutory efforts of the people of vari­ 
ous com m onwealths of our Uuiou to institute 
genuine, practical and perm anent political re­ 
form. 
We hold that this species of Federal in­ 
terference w ith the people ill the registration of 
th eir sovereign will is despotic and centralizing 
in its tendencies, dangerous to the liberty, 
peace and prosperity of the people, revolution­ 
ary ill its nature and purpose, and iu direct 
contravention of the principles of free govern­ 
m ent as bequeathed to us by the fram ers of our 
Constitution. 
4. We denounce the McKinley bill as being 
opposed 10 the best interests of the producing 
aud consum ing c a«se¡of the coum ry. 
5. The Democratic D arly is now. a s it ever has 
been, unalterably opposed to Chinese im m igra­ 
tion. The Chinese Restriction Act. adopted as 
the result of Democratic effort, is about to ex- 
S 
ire, and it is the duty of Congress to ecaet a 
iw perpetually excluding the Chiuese from the 
United States. 
6. We favor the free coinage of silver, and de­ 
m and th at it he m ade an uuiim ited legal tender 
lor all purposes, public and private. 
7. We favor the enactm ent of laws against 
trusts, pools, combines aud monopol es, w here­ 
by legitim ate com peiit .uu is destroyed and the 
necessities and comforts of li e aie cnhauced in 
price. 
S We are in favor of the election of United 
S tarts Senators by a direct vote of the people, 
and earnestly urge the adoption of such amaud- 
m eut to the Constitution of the United States as 
will accom plish that result 
9. We indorse the course of the Democratic 
Senators aud Representatives in Congress, and 
com m end them ior th eir vigorous defense of 
public interests and their zeal in behalf of the 
welfare of our State. 
10. We cail att ution to the hypocrisy of the 
late Republican State Convention in attem pting 
to place upon a slender Democratic m ajority iu 
the Legislature the entire responsibility ot the 
appropriations m ade during the last sessioD. 
Republican m em bers of the Legislature voted 
in lavor of the appropriations which were taade 
the subject of criticism , and in every instance 
tbe appropriations so m ade were approved by a 
Republican Executive, whose adm inistration 
his party Convention liad not the m anliness to 
indorse nor the courage to condemn. 
11. We 8esire that a State rate of taxation not 
exceeding 46 rents on each SICO-assessable prop­ 
erty. ar cording to the assessed valuation ot 1889 
—being a reduction of 27 cents- and 2 m ills—is 
sufficient to raise am ple revenue to m eet the 
annual expenses of the State Governm ent, and 
we pledge our nom inees to be strict and faithlul 
to tbe above, and we co dem and th a t the differ­ 
ent County Conventions pledge their legislative 
candidates to the sam e limit. 
12. The Democracy of California pledges its 
nom iutes to the Legislature to use all lawful 
m eans to secure the enactm ent o i a law em ­ 
bodying the A ustralian ballot ivstem . sub­ 
stantially as th at now existing in the State of 
Massachusetts. 
13. We favor the election by the people of the 
Superintendent of State Printing. 
14. We pledge our Senators aud Representa­ 
tives in Congress tn use all honorable m eans to 
secure liberal appropriations from the General 
G overnm ent lor '.he purpose of m aking those 
great natura' com m ercial highways—the *ae- 
ram euto aud San Joiqu in rivers—and their 
tributaries, aud all navigab e waterways, freely 
navigab.e at all seasons-ot the year. 
15. T hat we are In favor ot the General Gov­ 
ernm ent fostering and encouraging the m ining 
industry wherever the sam e can be done w ith­ 
out iniury to 1 tners. 
1(L The Democratic party of California reaf­ 
firms its resolution of 1886 on the w ater ques­ 
tion, reiteraliug its assertion th at the Engii-h 
law of riparian rights is inapplicable to t>'e 
ciicum staneeaand conditions ot California. 
It 
reaffirms tha doctrine th at tbe w aters of the 
State belong to th e people o f the state, to be 
used for irrigation, m ining, m anufacturing aud

WOMEN IN GERMANY. 


D isd a io fu l S ilen ce is th e O nly A n sw er 
M ade to th e lte lv a L ockw ood . 
To the German legal mind liberty and 
equality for everybody are entirely un­ 
known. 
Freedom belongs to those only 
who are able to fulfill all their duties 
toward the commonwealth, who are fit to 
bear the burden of freedom. 
The prime 
duty is to defend, sword in hand, the native 
soil. 
Whoever, man or women, was not 
able to do that, had no claim to the exer­ 
cise of power in the community, no per­ 
sonal independence, no civil rights, not 
even the right of administering a private 
fortune. 
The child, the invalid, the old 
man, were tem porarily deprived of these 
rights; women were excluded from them 
altogether. 
"With regard to the girlhood of Germany, 
a change was brought about at the end of 
the fifth century, says the English Illus­ 
trated Magazine. 
The right of the German 
girl to own property dates from that time. 
The adm inistration of her fortune, how­ 
ever, was left to a guardian. 
She was 
partially free, eine halb-freie, and not un­ 
til the thirteenth century did she really 
enter into the independent possession of 
her fortune, did she become a legal person, 
not indeed according to public, hut to pri­ 
vate right, and so she has remained to the 
present day 
Only in so far as the legal position of 
the married woman must exercise a moral 
influence on the life of the unmarried is it 
necessary to say a word of the legal fonn- 
datiop of m arriage in Germany? 
It rests 
entirely on the view of the superiority of 
man, of the subordination of woman. Even 
the notion that she is bought by her hus­ 
band survives, in however a slight form, 
in the ceremony of betrothal. 
H er hus­ 
band is her master, her guardian, her 
natural supporter—above all, he is her ed­ 
ucator. 
She shares his rank, his name, his 
dignities, his fortune, hut without him she 
cannot administer her own. 
‘‘In the do­ 
main of law she remains a subject,” Sohm 
concludes, “and if she reigns at all it must 
be by the free will of man.” 
In a country like Germany where, in all 
matters connected with moral and intel­ 
lectual life the links of tradition have 
never been severed, the present is ex­ 
plained by the past. 
Disdainful silence is 
the mildest form of criticism opponents 
will offer whenever on the platform or 
from the professional chair the attem pt is 
made to plead for women’s political rights. 
On this point all the female advocates of 
the emancipation of their sex are unani­ 
mous in their lamentations.

S t. J o h n s (N . FA, August 20th.—It is re­ 
ported tkat the inhabitants of fishing vil­ 
lages along the coast are dying by hundred» 
of an unknown epidtnnc. 
Nothing b a s ­ 
so far proved a cure, nor has any alievia- 
tive been found. 
The disease marches 
from bouse to h >nse, viitim to victim, with 
nothing to stay its awful progress. The 
first reports of the epidemic reached here 
two weeks ago on the arrival of the regu­ 
lar fortnightly coasting steamer, which 
calls at several of the more im portant fish­ 
ing stations on the French shore. 
The Captain reported to the health au­ 
thorities that while touching at Lapoile he 
was informed a strange epidemic had 
broken out in Coachman’s Cove. The peo­ 
ple thought it a virulent type of diph­ 
theria, called "black throat.” There being 
no regular physician on the coast, nothing 
drfinite is known, except that not a single 
person so far attacked had recovered. 
Other peculiar leatures were that m any 
cases of death ensued in thirty-six hours 
after the disease appeared, and rapid putre­ 
faction set in the moment life left the body. 
The population of Coathtnan’s Cove is but 
a little over 150. Yet nearly half that 
num ber had died since the first outbreak. 
The disease hss broken out in many other 
villages also.

WHEELING INTO LINE. 


The Democratic paity excites our admi­ 
ration for the masterly manner in which 
it “gets into” and “paddles” other people’s 
canoes. 
In that respect it has no peer; 
its effrontery in appropriating the ideas of 
others and claiming them to be Demo­ 
cratic originals is something imcompara- 
bly brazen. 
For instance, witness its recent attempt 
to mount the silver coinage question and 
ride into popularity upou a policy that 
the party lias heretofore persistently con­ 
demned. Its latest achievement, however, 
is its seizure upon ballot reform. 
Upon 
’.hat harp it will now play angelic melo­ 
dies, and as a reformer the entire party 
Trill pose in a most artistic and jiolitically 
graceful attitude. 
In the Democratic 
Convention at San Jose we find that it is 
he first subject submitted to the eonimit- 
,ee to which was delegated the task of 
..ewing the planks of a platform. 
We are frank to confess that the Young 
Men’s Democratic I.eague of San Fran­ 
cisco, an organization erected in antago­ 
nism to the ruling element in the party, 
two years ago formulated a reform ballot 
■ill ar.d presented it to the Legislature. 
I t is also true the Democracy in the Leg­ 
islature ruthlessly crushed the effort to 
Introduce the new system, even after every 
feature that could by any doubt be held 
bjectionable had been eliminated. 
The agitation of the reform ballot sys­ 
tem began, as have all modern political re­ 
forms, in the Republican party. It was an­ 
tagonized from the outset by the Democratic 
party. 
In the Empire State the high 
priest of Democracy strangled the bills 
in two successive Legislatures intended to 
introduce secret ballot into the New York 
system. 
He declared the schemes to be 
unconstitutional, invasion 
of 
personal 
liberty, destructive of the guaranteed 
rights of freemen and altogether devices 
of the devil. 
Not until public «pinion in 
favor of the reform system became irre­ 
sistible did Governor Hill yield, and not 
then uutil a 
dangerous, unassimilative 
and obnoxious “paster” addendum had 
been tacked upon the measure, did lie ap­ 
prove a bill providing for proper guards to 
the secrecy of the ballot. 
So, too, in other States, the Democratic 
party bitterly assailed the reform ballot 
idea, and even upon the (loor of Congress 
Its representatives denounced the whole 
scheme as iniquituous and un-American. 
Now, however, wen five States of the 
Union have adopted the reform, and by 
trial proved its wisdom and efficacy; when 
the cities of Milwaukee and Louisville 
have 
demonstrated 
its 
worth 
and 
many minor towns have illustrated the 
practical workings of the 
system, the 
Democracy begins to trim its sails to popu­ 
lar breezes and to-day it has the assump­ 
tion to float the reform ballot pennant, 
r.nd to claim the command of the fleet. 
However, let us not quarrel with the 
means that bring us good results. 
It is 
-roof beyond contradiction of the sterling 
value of the modified Australian ballot 
l-.w that its virtues are at last confessed 
-nd its cause espoused by its most pro­ 
nounced enemy. 
We do not recall any 
Other great moral or {>olitical reform to 
which the Democratic party has volun­ 
tarily given in its allegiance. 
It has been 
rom its inception the political obstruc­ 
tionist of the republic; that it now cn- 
ists in 
reform, is indicative of the 
conviction 
of 
its 
leaders 
that 
it 
;anuot longer 
occupy the posiiton of 
the obstructionist; that they are con­ 
vinced it cannot endure and refuse to come 
abreast with the progressive ideas of the 
age. 
And in this confession we find cause 
for congratulating the people of the United 
States. It is indicative of a quickened po­ 
litical conscience; of the rising strength 
of independent thinking: of relaxation of 
•fce hard lines of partisanship, and of the 
advancement of party organizations into 
atmospheres of greater clearness and po­ 
litical salubrity. 


— 
— 
— 
T h e declarations of the San Jose Con­ 
vention in the platform yesterday adopted, 
demanding restriction of Chinese immi­ 
gration—while faulty iu being unquaii- 
fied—is in harmony with public senti­ 
ment ; (he plank approving the election 
of United States Senators by the direct 
•’ote of the people; that commending 
officials who have deserved it; the pro­ 
vision demanding a low State tax rate— 
though the plank was stolen from the 
Republican platform; the plank favoring 
a reform ballot system—though the last 
Democratic Legislature coolly and in cold 
blood choked to death a bill providing for 
precisely that now approved; the pledge 
to influence the General Government to 
repair and maintnin the navigability of 
-ar chief rivers; the approval of the 
policy of maintaining a well-disciplined 
m ilitia; 
the 
declaration 
against that 
phantasm, division of the S ta te -a ll these 
are planks th at will receive public ap­ 
proval, probably the only one to divide it 


being the Senatorial election plank. They I 
are plainly stated, and touch upon topics 
of State and national interest. 
They 
commit one of the great parties of the 
State to policies that it has not heretofore 
manifested any special concern about, in 
the main. 
But the party is committed to 
some positive reforms, and there is that 
much assurance of some wise legislation in 
the next Legislature, since both parties 
are in accord on most of the propositions 
named. That the Democratic partv should 
fall in at the tail end of the procession 
in the tax limit idea, and that concerning 
ballot reform, provokes a smile; but still 
it is a gain, a very considerable gain, and 
for which the friends ot State economy 
and clean politics at the polls have cause 
to congratulate themselves. 


T h e Democratic platform tacked to­ 
gether at San Jose yesterday would not 
have been Democratically complete with­ 
out denunciation of the ballot-box super­ 
vision bill. 
It was expected that the Con­ 
vention would ring the changes loudly 
upon that measure, and reel off the usual 
old-time and trite sentences about cen­ 
tralization 
and 
Federal 
interference 
with State elections. Neither the Demo­ 
cratic party of California, nor of any other 
State, has any reason to fear the operation 
of the Lodge bill, so long as they honestly, 
fairly and openly conduct elections at 
which Federal officers are chosen. The 
bill enunciates no new doctrine, attempts 
the exercise of no new power. Its genesis 
and being are in the Constitution, and 
have been there from 
the beginning. 
When the bill is assailed the Constitution 
of the Republic is assaulted. The fathers 
who gave to Congress the power it is pro­ 
posed to exert, did so fully advised by pre­ 
science of the need to repose in the Fed­ 
eral authority the power to supervise elec­ 
tions, at which are chosen the members 
constituting the representative branch of 
the national Legislature. 


“ T h e neglect of the Administration to 
modify the admitted erroneous tariff,” is 
an expression in the Democratic platform, 
and that to which it refers is condemned. 
But the hewers of that structure should 
have pointed out wherein the neglect of 
the Administration is apparent. If there 
has not been sincere, conscientious and 
wise labor by Congress to harmonize the 
tariff schedules 
with the demands of 
industry, 
commerce 
and 
production, 
and upon the plane of approved doc­ 
trines of political economy, we do not 
know what honest endeavor is. Had the 
committee that reported the platform been 
as careful in its statement of history as it 
was vigorous in its protestations of party 
virtue and good intention, it never would 
have inserted the plank referred to. 


T h e Democrats in session at San Jose 
adopted a resolution that they are “in 
favor of the General Government fostering 
and 
encouraging the mining industry 
whenever the same can be done without in­ 
jury to others.” 
Well, who is not in favor 
of it ? Why should a plank have been 
inserted that is so utterly unnecessary ? 
Where is the man to be found or read of, 
who is or was opposed to the fostering of 
the mining industry where it can be pros­ 
ecuted without injury to others. Such 
bait will not catch votes. 
True, there is 
some ambiguity about the words “foster­ 
ing and encouraging,” but of course what 
was meant by the terms was, such encour­ 
agement as may by Government wisely and 
legitimately be given to private industry. 
And who has ever said or thought “nay” 
to such a proposition? 


T h e San Jose platform denounces the 
ruling of Speaker Reed—as every'one ex­ 
pected it to do—that prevents a quorum 
bodily present from obstructing public 
business by refusal to answer to the call of 
the roll.

THE GAS WELL. 


Large Crowds Inspected It Yesterday— 
The Flow ing W ater. 
The announcem ent in yesterday’s R e c- 
oed-Ukioh that a heavy flow of artesian 
water had been tapped by the natural gas 
well at Fifth and R streets, caused several 
hundred people — principally merchants 
and property owners—to visit the well dur­ 
ing the day. 
No pum ping or boring was done during 
the day, in order that a good idea of the 
quality of the water 
tapped, and the 
strength of the flow might be formed by 
the citizens. Heretofore there have been 
no im portant artesian wells discovered in 
Sacramento, and it was the popular belief 
that the people would have to go on for 
generations to come drinking the muddy 
water of the Sacramento river. 
But the 
discovery at this well proves beyond a 
doubt that a good supply of delicious 
drinking water can be had by simply bor­ 
ing for it. 
Those who sampled the water yesterday 
were unanim ous in their praise of it. It 
is much softer than ordinary well water 
and is delightfully cool and sparkling. 
Engineer Draper says he is confident 
that after this flow is passed in boring 
deeper for gas, even a greater and finer 
body of water will be tapped. Everything 
indicates it. The peculiar rock formation 
that has been encountered and the pres­ 
ence of gravel and quicksand, says Hr. 
Draper, are invariably the forerunners of 
w ater bodies. 
Quantities of the water 
were taken to a chemist for analyzation, as 
was also some of the gas which bubbles 
up through the water continuously. Dur­ 
ing the afternoon an attem pt was made to 
test the qualities of the gas, with a crudely- 
m ade meter, but it failed to develop any­ 
thing definite. 
To-day the work of drilling further into 
the ground will be resumed, and it is 
thought that the present flow of water will 
soon be shut off. The well is now about 
385 feet deep. _____________ 


COMMITTED SUICIDE. 


T he R em ains of Jo h n M. N ason Fouinl 
in th e R iver. 
The mystery surrounding the disappear­ 
ance of John Nason has been solved. 
His body was found by two boatmen 
yesterday morning at 5:30 o’clock, in the 
river opposite the fish m arket. The Coro­ 
ner upon being notified took charge of the 
rem ains and had them conveyed to the 
morgue. 
It is plainly a case of suicide, as the fol­ 
lowing note, addressed to the deceased's 
wife and found in one of his pockets, indi­ 
cates : 
My dear, dear wife: All I have to say is good­ 
bye. I am better oft dead than alive. I love 
you and cur baby with all my heart. 
J ack. 
The wife and relatives of Nason are 
nearly distracted over his untim ely end. It 
is generally conceded that the unfortunate 
voung man became despondent on account 
of financial troubles, and in a m om ent of 
desperation ended his life. 
H e was last seen Sunday evening. 
He 
had been out riding with his wife and left 
her at the bouse of some friends, promis­ 
ing to return soon. That was the last she 
saw of him . 
H alf an hour later special 
police officer May saw the young m an on 
the Yolo bridge, and, noticing that he was 
acting rather strangely, he spoke to him. 
Nason denied that he was going to do him ­ 
self harm , and at the officer’s request left 
the dangerous place he had been occupying 
outside of the railing. H e was seen to 
leave the bridge a little later, but it is pie- 
Burned that he either returned or jum ped 
overboard from some wharf. 
John M. Nason was 23 years of age, a 
native of San Francisco, and leaves a wife 
and a year-old child. An inquest will be 
held this forenoon, and in the afternoon 
the funeral will take place. 


NEW LOCAL ENTERPRISE, 


A Sacram ento F in n Beaching Out in a 
N ew Direction. 
There is a strong prospect of a new and 
im portant industry being established in 
this city, that of the manufacture of sheet- 
iron pipe for the conducting of water. The 
enterprising firm which is contemplating 
this step is that of Schaw, Ingram , Batcher 
& Co., which recently purchased the ex­ 
tensive hardware business of Heilbron & 
Co. They last week took a contract to sup­ 
ply two and one-half miles of 22-inch pipe 
for the Golden Feather Channel Company 
of Butte county. 
In the manufacture of this piping the 
firm will consume no less than twenty car­ 
loads of sheetiron, and the material wiil 
soon be here and the work commenced. 
The fulfillment of this contract involves an 
expenditure of something near $40,000, a 
large portion of which will be paid out for 
labor. The fact that the firm had to com­ 
pete with San Francisco bidders, and that 
it did so successfully, is another evidence 
of the advantage possessed by Sacramento 
as a manufacturing point. 
The work of carrying out the big con­ 
tract referred to will serve as the nucleus 
for a plant to m anufacture iron piping, 
and an enterprise of that character will be 
perm anently maintained by Messrs. Schaw, 
Ingram, Batcher & Co., in connection with 
their extensive hardware business. 
The work will bs done under the super­ 
vision of Floyd Taber, who had charge of 
the manufacture and laying of the water- 
pipe in the Orangevale Colony near Folsom. 
The firm shows commendable enterprise 
in securing the contract referred to and for 
its proposed establishment of a perm anent 
factory here. 


KILLED IH THE SHEDS. 


A R a ilro ad C arp en ter Loses H is Life 
N ear E m ig ra n t Gap. 
Tuesday night when the west-bound 
overland freight train stopped at Em igrant 
Gap on “ the H ill,” a man was found lying 
dead cn the top of one of the box-cars. He 
was identified as B. I. Daniels, a carpenter, 
who had been working on thffe sheds, and 
from a bruise on the side of his head the 
conclusion was reached that he must have 
have been struck by one ot the roof timbers 
while standing on top of the car. 
The remains were taken to Auburn and 
an inquest held there the same evening. 
The Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict of 
accidental death, caused by the deceased 
being struck by a rafter of the snowslieds,. 
while the freight train was in motion. The 
body was to day forwarded to the family of 
the deceased, who live in one of the south­ 
ern counties. 
The accident is rendered all the more 
distressing by the fact that the unfortunate 
man was hastening home in response to a 
telegram informing him that his wife was 
lying dangerously ill. H e boarded the first 
train coming this way, climbing upon the 
top of a refrigerator car. H e leaves a wife 
and child.

POOR MAN'S FISH. 


Salm on A lm ost Given A w ay by F ish e r­ 
m en a t th e B ay. 
A num ber of Italian fishermen have 
accustomed, says yesterday’s San 
Francisco Chronicle, to carry on a thriving 
business with the canneries at Sacramento 
and in this city by selling them their 
catches of salmon. Latterly, however, the 
relations between the fishermen and the 
canneries have become somewhat strained. 
The fishermen demanded five 
cents a 
pound for salmon and were offered only 
three cents. This rate was refused and a 
combine has been eflected among the fish­ 
ermen. They determined to bring their 
fish down to this city rather than accept 
the canners’ prices, and yesterday the novel 
scene presented itself at Fisherm an’s wharf 
of a dozen or more fishing smacks loaded 
down with thousands of salmon. The 
news spread around that the fish were to 
be disposed of at ruinous prices and a 
crowd commenced to gather. Toward noon 
the wharf was crowded with men, women 
and children. Along the dock were piles 
of salmon, some specimens weighing as 
m uch as thirty-five pounds. An excited 
Italian m ounted a pile and addressed the 
crow d: 
“ I sella de feesh cheap! Twenty-five 
cents for desalm ’.” 
No further Latin eloquence was required. 
A wild scramble ensued for the coveted 
fish. 
Purchasers were as thick as flies in 
sum m er. 
One 
enterprising 
individual 
rushed off to a near-by grocery store aud 
secured a half dozen flour sacks. 
H e re­ 
turned and filled them with salmon. E x­ 
pressmen sniffed business in the air. Some 
of them carted off wagonloads of salmon to 
various fish markets, where the retail con­ 
sumers will pay 12 cents a pound for what 
cost the original purchasers less than one 
cent. W ell-known business men took ad­ 
vantage of the cut rate and were not 
asham ed to pay out a quarter and seize and 
carry off some of the monster fish. 
The excitement was sustained during the 
best part of the day by the arrival ot re­ 
enforcements of fishing smacks weighted 
w ith salmon. 
In conversation with one of the fisher­ 
m en a reporter was informed that the can­ 
nery men had made the cut because heavy 
invoices of fruit were being received at the 
canneries, and the fish canning industry 
was temporarily shelved for fruit packing. 
The fishermen rather than accept the price 
are determined to boycott the canneries and 
let the public reap the benefit oí it. 


WHOSE WAS IT LAST NIGHT I 


T he B urglar* M ake T h eir F o u rth N ightly 
R aid. 
If the piesent burglary boom keeps up a 
few nights longer, the crooks will have 
taken more money out of town than would 
a fit st-class circus. A few nights ago they 
w ent through Sherburn’s auction-house, 
the next night they blew open a safe in 
Filand's grocery, the following night they 
ransacked Davis' branch furniture store in 
search of booty, and when next the city 
was wrapt in slumber (Tuesday night) 
they plundered Silvia’s grocery store at 
Second and Q streets. 
The latter raid occurred between mid­ 
night and daylight yesterday morning. The 
burglars entered the store through a side 
door without much difficulty, and got away 
w ith $150 in coin which had been left with 
the proprietor for safe-keeping by a man 
who lived above the store. Silva's loss 
consists ehiefiy of a note lor $1,000, but 
which the crooks will hardly attempt to 
negotiate.

The question to be solved to-day is, 
whose place was burglarized last night? 
For it is not likely the enterprising gang 
who are now working the city will be fool­ 
ish enough to abandon a lead that is pay - 
ing such a good sine daily to the man. If 
the people of this city choose to hold out 
such flattering inducements to crooks, the 
latter are not likely to show any lack of 
appreciation thereof.

The Democratic Con­ 
vention at San Jose has drawn the greater 
portion of the employes away, but then 
little diversions like this occur only once 
in four years, and besides the absence of 
officials from work at this lim e is of vital 
importance to themselves, as their bread- 
and-butter for four years hence may de­ 
pend npon the result of the 
political 
wrangle in the Garden City. 
Governor W aterman is not at his office, 
but his absence is accounted for by sick­ 
ness. H e is reponed to be seriously ill at 
his residence in this city. 
Secretary of State Hendricks is at San 
Jose seeking a renomination, and Tom 
Egan, the efficient clerk and politician in 
Mr. H endrick’s office, is also there. 
Cletk McGrath is the Bole occupant of the 
Controller’s office, out of a force of eight 
men. 
John P. Dnnn, Feiix Dunn, and 
clerks Ouliahan, O’Connor, Ciark, O’Reilly 
and Gorman are all at San Jose working 
industriously to retain their chief in office 
fora third term. 
Treasurer Herold took all the force in his 
office, except one clerk, to San Jose, and 
business is suspended until the Convention 
adjourns. 
Attorney-General Johnson and his de­ 
puty have decamped for the scene of war; 
Deputy Supreme Court Clerk W illiams 
found that his presence among the dele­ 
gates was quite necessary, and Librarian 
Perkins and W. S. Leake have dropped 
library business and hied themselves to the 
scene of battle. 
State Printer Young, not being a Demo­ 
crat, remains at home. 


RECOVERED THE “ SWAG.” 


T he M en W ho R obbed S h erb u rn ’s Store 
A rrested a t T ruckee. 
On Tuesday three tough-lookiDg sped, 
mens of hum anity dropped into Truckee 
and were soon moving about among the 
citizens of that town trying to dispose o f a 
varied assortment of jewelry, cutlery, etc. 
The officers there had been notified by 
Chief of Police Drew of this city of the raid 
made a few nights ago on the store of W. 
H . Sherburn. and also had seen in the 
R ecord U nion a full description of the arti­ 
cles stolen. They soon discovered that they 
were identical with the goods which the 
men were selling, placed the latter under 
arrest and telegraphed to Chief Drew, who 
wired back to hold the men until he 
should arrive there. 
The Truckee officers recovered an arm ful 
of watch-chains, rings, knives, sleeve-but­ 
tons, etc., which were sent to this city last 
evening for identification.

Mayor Comstock, Trustees McLaughlin 
and Wolf, Messrs. Andrews, Wilson and 
Lindlev of the Board of Trade, and B. Ü. 
Steinman, went to San Jose yesterday to 
see the electric railway system in operation 
there. 
A dispatch from San Jose last night says: 
“They made a thorough inspection of the 
system in operation here. All were well 
pleased with the working of the system, as 
they could not help but be, as it is adm it­ 
ted by all who see it to be a perfect success. 
The road has been in operation since the 
4th of April, and has never missed a trip 
during that time. 
’The Trustees are still non-committal as 
to what they will do about the franchise, 
but if the people of Sacramento could see 
the working of this road they would all 
favor it. 
Mr. Steinman bad some talk 
with Mr. Henry, who proposes to establish 
a sim ilar road in Sacramento, in regard to 
furnishing power and allowing the com­ 
pany the use of the poles of the Electric 
Light Company. If they agree, no more 
poles will be needed on J street. The sys­ 
tem does not interfere with the free use of 
the street and is not unsightly in the least.

BRIEF NOTES. 


A Correspondent W ho Kno>?s Som ething 
About Them . 
A prom inent fruit-shipper of W iütet»; 
Yolo county, j ^ t e s as follows to the ] 
W oodland D e ig E m k 
W inters is fJsu a^R n in g celebrated for 
its fruits, both on account of the quality 
and because they are the first in the m ar­ 
ket. As an evidence of how rapidly the 
fruit business is increasing in that town 
Mr. Pettiugill gave our agent the following 
figures: 
Last year I shipped twenty-seven car­ 
loads of fruit East, which was the largest 
shipm ent up to that time that had ever 
been made from this point. Since the 31st 
of May this year I have shipped 104 cars, 
and before the season is ended I will ship 
thirty-one cars more, making 135 cars in 
all. 
I shipped the first car of Bartlett 
pears on August 13th. 
Armsby «fc Co. of Chicago have pur­ 
chased from here this season seventy-five 
tons of dried apricots; Sherm an. Morr & 
Higgins, twenty-five tons; A. Lusk & Co., 
twenly-five tons; E P. Loomis & Co., New 
York, seventy-five tons; Porter Bros., Chi­ 
cago, twenty-five tons. 
Most of this ship­ 
m ent consisted of dried peaches, plums, 
prunes, nectarines and grapes. 
If the 
price of green fruits keep up in the East 
dried fruits will bring a correspondingly 
lower price. 
Melons have been rather an experiment 
with us this year; 
we did not know 
whether it would be a paying investment 
or not, but we tried it, shipping ten cars of 
melons to Portland. 
It only took three 
days for them to go through and we re­ 
ceived good prices and found that it paid 
well. 
I have a good ranch in (he southern part 
of the State, but I find that I cannot make 
apricots pay from it oftener than once in 
five years, while from W inters apricots pay 
every year. In my estimation, W inters is 
destined to be one of the most celebrated 
fruit sections in the world. 
Fruit is ship­ 
ped from here fifteen days earlier than any 
other market in the Slate, and apricots will 
pay from $250 to $400 per acre. I offered 
J. A. Devilbiss $6,000 tor twenty acres of 
apricots, with less than 100 trees to the 
acre—the trees being nine years old. This 
wil! give you some idea as to what this 
fruit business is worth. 


MIGRATION OF TOADS. 


M illions o f T hem S tart F ro m W ilm ington 
on a Jo u rn e y N orthw est. 
W ithout a bugle call or drum beat to 
announce the arrival of the hour for a 
general advance, the millions of little 
toads" th at have been so conspicuous for 
their numbers in this city several days 
started on a journey north 
yesterday 
afternooD, says the W ilmington Gazette 
and Bulletin. 
Soon 
after 
the heavy 
shower had ceased the toads, by the hun­ 
dreds, thousands and millions started on a 
hop, skip and jum p, and the many inter­ 
ested spectitors at once observed that 
the migratory movement was in the direc­ 
tion of the north. 
The toads liad been 
keeping close to the river for several 
days, and the numbers th at covered the 
banks for miles is beyond the power of 
calculation. 
The tiny creatures seemed 
gifted with intelligence, and it was no­ 
ticed that, unless headed off, they never 
lo-t any ground by retracing their hops. 
The 
liveliest scene was on M arket 
street. 
Tens of thousands of the toads 
came up from the river or hopped west 
along the railroad to the roadway crossing 
the tracks and advanced like an army up 
M arket street. The crossing at the M arket 
street toll gates was black with them, and 
hundreds lost their live beneath the wheels 
of passing trains. 
The railroad proved an almost insur­ 
mountable barrier, as they were unable to 
jum p over the rails, but they followed 
along until they came to the jumping-over 
place. vMany : uceeeded in getting over 
the first rail, only to be made prisoners 
between the two rails, but in due course of 
time they succeeded in getting out and 
then continued on north. 
About dark last 
evening they were crossing the canal, where 
they had tem porarily halted, ostensibly for 
rest and refreshments. 
A curious feature 
in „ connection 
with the sudden emigra­ 
tion was the fact th at the toads made use 
of the public highways, including the al­ 
leys. 
Very few of them were found in 
yards. 
T heir movement was regular and 
well-defined, and they kept at it with a 
steadiness that was surprising. 


The broken sewer-eap at Third and J 
streets is still there—or, rather, two of the 
fragments remain, leaving more than half 
the large t^pn-hole uncovered. 
A wocxfen sidewalk has been laid on the 
west side of Fourteenth street, from the 
a lle y south to J, in defiance of the law. 
T h e question now is, what will the Trus­ 
tees do about it ? 
On Admission Day there will be a bicy­ 
cle tournam ent on the Riverside road, in 
which members of the Capital City W heel­ 
men will participate. The prizes to be 
competed for include a gold medal.

d a / is m ore aud m ore dem onstrated. 
Im ­ 
m ense buildings containing m any people 
were unroofed and, in m any cases alm ost 
destroyed, in th e tw inkling of an eye, and 
th is at an hour w hen the people were about 
th e streets am id the dying tim bers and de­ 
bris of every character. 
The c ity ' in its m ost frequented part, 
around the depot, presents the w orst ap ­ 
pearance, and w hen it is rem em bered th at 
passenger and freight cars were lifted from 
the tracks upon w hich they stood and laid 
on their sides, w hile other cars were rushed 
along the track by the force of the cyclone's 
sw irl, a sm all conception of its terrilic ve­ 
locity m ay be obtained. 
COURSE OK THE STORM. 
A n uD usual center of activity was n o ­ 
ticeable in the vicinity of Lee P ark. 
Tfie 
low er clouds began scudding in great cir­ 
cles at a trem endous speed. 
T heir vortex 
seem ed close in the vicinity but to the 
no rth of th e cutlery w orks 
at 
South 
AViikesbarre. A sudden gust of w ind spraDg 
up, and in a m om ent had increased to a 
roar. 
T oe storm sw ept on up the m ain street, 
razing the buildings on the west side of 
th at thoroughfare. 
T den it struck h an d ­ 
som e residences, stores, greenhouses, the 
pottery works, etc , along M ain street as far 
as Academ y street. 
T he western edge of the storm extended 
to the lower end of F ra n k lin street and 
D ana Place. 
B rick dw ellings were u n ­ 
roofed and upper stories torn away, and 
som e were leveled to the ground. South 
M ain and F ran k lin streets were com pletely 
blocked w ith fallen trees, roofs, tim bers 
and wire. 
Veering eastw ard the storm 
sw ept out Ross and Hazel jstreets, then up 
south W ashington street, extending as far 
east on 
Ross as the H azard 
W irerope 
W orks. 
It followed 
W ashington street, 
w recked St. M ary’s C hurch, then jum ped 
to th e Lehigh V alley depot, ihe Jersey Cen­ 
tral depot, Stet m aire's brew ery and swept 
along th e railroad to Five Points. 
H ere it 
tu rn ed East and again awept up Pearl 
street, out by B altim ore shaft No. 2, and 
dashed up the ruouutain and spent itself 
in the woods. 
INMATES BURIED UNDEH THE RCISS. 
T hescene at the H szard W ire-rope W orks 
was terrible. 
T he im m ense buildiDg was 
badly injured, aud in the debris lay the 
dead an a injured, the latter helpless until 
assistance cam e to them . 
H ere one of the 
w orst phases of the cyclone’s work could 
bp realized, th e ponderous m achinery be­ 
ing m ixed w ith brick and m ortar and the 
general debris in a confused mass. 
The 
n um ber of seriously injured m en at thffie 
w orks exceeds twelve and there were two 
killed. 
Near the D elaw areand H udson Railroad, 
on Scott street, were houses occupied by 
th e fam ilies of Jam es McGinley and Jam es 
H enegan. 
A it the m em bers of these two 
fam ilies were at hom e w hile the fearful 
destruction was going on and powerless to 
do an ything for iheir safety. 
Both houses 
w ere leveled to the ground, aud the inm ates 
w ere held in the ruins by the debris. 
Mrs. 
Eliza Jan e McGinley, aged about tweDty- 
eight years, and the babe she held to her 
breast, were crushed to death. 
John 
M cGinley, aged thirteen years, was crushed 
to death. 
M ary Jan e M cGinley, a little 
daughter, was so severely h u rt and crushed 
th at but little hope is entertained of her re­ 
covery. 
T he tfr.iily of John H enagan could not 
be found in the ruins of their hom e and 
fears are entertained th at they all per­ 
ished. 
THE LOSS. 
A careful estim ate places th e n um ber of 
buildings dem olished and partially de­ 
stroyed at nearly 100. 
T he loss will prob­ 
ably reach nearly, if not quite. $1,000,000. 
T he num ber killed is eleven; the fatally 
injured ten; the severely injured tw enty- 
lour.

iron, including Bessemer, during the year 
nam ed, aggregated 9,579.779 tons, of 2 800 
pounds to the ton, as com pared w ith 3,701,­ 
021 tons produced during th e census year 
1880, and 2.052,821 tons during th e census 
year 1870. 
“ It wiil be gratifying to notice tb e great 
strides which the Southern States m ade in 
ttie m anufacture of pig iron since 1880, 
the total product in th a t year being 350.346 
tons, a-, against 1,780,900 tons in 1890. T he 
developm ent of tbe m anufacture of pig 
Iron in the U nited States during the ten 
years from 1880 to 1880 has been phenom ­ 
enal, and at the present ratexif increase' in 
production, the country is destined soon to 
become the leading producer of pig iron in 
the world, probably reaching this distinc­ 
tion in the calendar year 1890 ”

It declares its devotion to the com m on 
school as the chief factor in the education 
ot the people, and pledges itself to support, 
strengthen and defend it. 
It recognizes as 
valuable auxiliaries in the w ork of popu­ 
lar education, private and parochial schools 
supported w ithout aid from public funds, 
and 
disclaim s 
absolutely any purpose 
w hatever to interfere in any m anner w ith 
such schools either as to their term s of 
governm ent or th e branches to be taught 
therein. 
It affirm s th e right and duty of 
th e State to enact laws th at will guarantee 
to all children sufficient instruction in-the 
language of the State to enable them to 
read and write; believes th at the com pnl- 
snry education law passed by the laat Leg­ 
islature is wise aud h um ane in all its 
esseential purposes and opposes its repeal, 
but at th e sam e tim e asserts that the parent 
or guardian has tbe right to select the 
tim e of year and place, w hether public or 
private, and w herever located in w hich his 
children or ward shall receive instruction. 
T he platform says; 
“W e further believe 
th at all children between the ages of 7 and 
14 years shall be protected by appropriate 
legislation from evils, physical and m ental, 
arising from their em ploym ent in factories 
and sim ilar places p f w ork, and adequate 
provision should be m ade for *he care of 
children incorrigibly truant. 
W e are u n ­ 
alterably opposed to any union of C hurch 
and State, and will resist any attem pt upon 
th e part of either to invade tbe dom ain of 
the other. 
W e repudiate as a gross mis- 
represention of our purposes the sugges­ 
tion, com e w hence it m ay, that we w ill in 
any m anner invade the dom ain of con­ 
science, tram ple upon parental rights or 
religious liberty. 
O ur only purpose in 
respect to the education policy of the State 
is to secure to all children w ithin its bor­ 
ders at the earliest practicable age proper 
equipm ent for the discharge or the ordinary 
duties of citizenship, and to this end, alike 
im portaut to State, to children, and to pa­ 
rents of children, we invite the co-opera-- 
tion and aid of all broad-m inded and 
patriotic people.” 
T his Convention declares its adherence 
to the principles of the national policy set 
forth in the platform adopted by the N a­ 
tional R epublican Convention of 1888, and 
m aintains th at the best interests of the 
A m erican people will be prom oted by a 
continuance of the system w hich protects.
